The Iloatoii poli.-e wnr iiiiiiiediate-. 
ty notified by MoQiiaido and they 
started out In search of the woman. 

Nathan atatad to the poNe* oS- 
elala that h* waa not awaiw of the 
girl's coadltioa. He declarea that 
they were to have been married. He 
said he overheard a eunversation fio- 
tween Vias Geary and twii Kills who 
were appearing ai ibe ^rku in llui t- 
ford. In \ hlch one of the girls ad- 
vised Miss Oeary to go to the Tre- 
niont street houoe tor treatment. Na- 
ihaa oaM he waa aot reapoaaible for 
Mlas Geary Rolng to a hospital. 

That the erime was done by a wo- 
man Is the belief (»f ihe police ofli 
Clals.

He had coaatantly 
been with the rompany and returned 
to Boston twice, and ouuto a visit to 
Piovidenee, R. I., la aaarek of the 
girl.
